2. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1. wherein the application comprises an 
entertainment network service application. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein the connecting comprises: 
connecting to a Master Server; 

obtaining a URL from the IVfaster Server; and 
connecting to the URL via the service provider. 
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4. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 3, fiirther comprising authenticating the 
client device at the Master Server. 

5. (ORIGIMAL) The method of claim I. wherein the connecting comprises: 
connecting to a Master Server; 

obtaining a URL from the Master Server; 

obtaining a telephone number for a service provider from the Master Server; 

and 

connecting to the URL via the service provider by dialing the telephone 
number provided by the Master Server. 

6. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5, further comprising authenticating the 
client device at the Master Server.
